Her phymicinns
did not neglect to examine her physical stave,
Bat all the methoos of which sci nee oan gyvail
itself, such an percussion, auscaltation, and
palpitation, only rerved the belief that her cuse
was thit of & disensed mind in o bealthy body,
The nervous eystem even was not at &'l at-
tacked, except by the excitement—a natural
sonscquence npoen her moral condition, Dr.,
Riedel, director of the private bospital ut
Vienna: Dr, ek, chitel physicinn of the Im-
rinl Marine; and Dr. Mucbik nad the satis- |
motion of seelng their dingnosie fully condrme,
when, in June last, Prolessor Duchek waa
consulted at their request, Kveryihing tended
to sbhow that the maladyof the Lravn had
developed itsell without being provoked or
favored by any abtnormal coadition uf {he
other organs, Only by this fact the efforts of
sclence were rather obsiruected than favored,
for, with the exception of physical symptoms,
no slgns ot copgestion, hyperemia, or inflamma-
tion of the brain, could be observed. So long
as the other organs were found to be in their
normal condition, it was impossible to discover
any ratioual clue on which to base a methodical
medieal trentment, which, moreover, could not
but have bhad the effect of considerably deterio-
rating the Empress’ mental condition. For in
every dish, in every drink, offered to her, even
by her most faithiul stiendant, she suspected
the presence of some deadly poison. Her con-
viotion was 8o deep on this point that at first she
scurcely took anytbing but truit,  The ndminis-
tration of the smallest medionment must have
incressed thils wpprehenslon; how much more,
therefore, was to be feared from forciog medi.
cines upon her! This is why Ler physician bad
recourse 1o tepid bathe, leaving everyihlng eise
to the influryoes which were brought to bear
upon her mind, and psychologieal tieatment.
The most aelicate stieutions were above all
things necessary in order to destroy every influ-
ence likely to increse the mental malady, deve-
Jope mixed ideas, or produce irritation of the
braio. Those uround the Fmpress had to appear
uite unimpressed with the illusions to which
she was subject, aud, on the contrary, to seck
by a rational division of unexciting ocenpations
to dispel every gloomy thought. But it may be
‘nderstood how himited were the means at the
disposal of the physicians to attmin thig eud,
The desire to avold these hwluciastions and
nocturnsl visions readered all intercourse pa-
tween the patient and the outside world imprac-
ticabie. An attempt was made, but in vain, to
induee the Empress to consent 10 the visit of her
august parents, who had come to Miramar Lo see
her. She also reiused to wdmil o tndy to keep
her company, and declined to make exenrsions
or take widlks, Although the latter did not
exténd beyond the garden enclosure, even

most  persqns  perfectly well koown 1o
the Empress  cansed  her  apprehension,
and exercised a peronlcions  Influence
noon  her  condition.  Oope thought only
predominated  In the mind of the
Kmpress, On leavibe Mexico she had promised

the Emperor, her husband, that in case her
political mission Yo Enrope should not suceeed,
she would remmin at Miramar until the Empe-
ror, who then little imagined the fate thut
awsited him, showid rejoin her. It was then
the predominating thought of the kmpress, and
she was duy by so cruelly disappointed, that
she looked on every human being as a political
adversary, and would sce no one, Dao this
riod of ber stay at Mirnmar it was tned to
ivert ber thoughts by society, but these efforts
were in wain, Notwithsetapding this, s faint
bope scemcd to plerce the vell which had
enveloped her mind. The symptoms of im-
vement which first showed themeelves in
er bodily condition date trom the month of
Janunry last, Her sappetite became better, at
diuner her Majesty rurely leaviog her plate un-
touched; ehe aleo began to drink less ravely,
Her gleep was calm, and lasted sometimes for
nine hours at & time, Durlog toe day she oc-
oupled hersel! regularly with reading, paiotine
embroidery, and musie, and in the morning aud
afternvon she went out walking, In the man-
ner the earlier excitement ended by gradually
ving place to o condition having, at least
appearance, nothing whatever of an ab-
normrl character. In conversation her rare
mental endowments mavitested themeelves with
a real charm, her memory no longer failed hor
In making any quotation, except when reading
an event of the past or present. Outside the
circle of her first ideas she showed a sure and
clear judgment; her letlers, of which she wrote
many, could net be distingulshed from those of
her better days, neither in style nor in the order
of her ldeas. Her disposition had no tendency
whatever to melancholy; on the contrary, it
Was not rare that & smile plaved upon her fine
and noble features. Bul however satisfactory
thege symptons might be in themselves, they
oounld not cause one to losesight of the Empress’
real state, A more minute examination sufliced
to immediately contirm the sipus of the exist-
enoce of the mental malwdy, which manifested
themselves by n moral and despondent suscepti-
bility, and by the illusons thereby created,
¢ dread of noclurnal vislons and of polson
only showed itself, it Is true, durlng moments of
reat excilement, butl the eause of thig appre-
E0FI00 Was K0 permanent, that even infeslm
momenta the BEmpress was in dread of Infornal
machines und secret sociotles, whose general aim,
she considered, wus to polsou people, but par-
ticularly bereell. Such' was the coundition of
the Empress towards the eud ot the month of
June.

ujesty had aorded her, she at the same time
declured she wished (o see her no more, This
wie a formal adien. As soon as her growing
agitetion bad censed she equally refused to re-
celve the visit of the Arshduke Charles Louis,
who had already been to Miramar the provious
nutuming when the Empress first returned from
Rome. The streneth of the patient diminlshoed
af the same time in an wlurmine manner, and
then it became impossible to let ner resume her
winlks, Indeed, 1t was with great thilioulty that
she eould be nduced to take sufficlent food. It
wus while in this eondition that on July 90 the
Empress left Miramar for her native country,
tollowed by the best wishes of all who have the
legst feeling for humanity.

Is Quantrell Dead?

Editor Missouri Bepublican:—During my short
stay here 1 picked up your paper and saw an
article discussing weether or not Quantrell ia
dead. Allow me 10 state what know, 1
jolned g band in the early part of the war, and
was never away from it unul its close, except
while wornded. On the 2ist of June, 1865,
Jusntrell, with thirtceo men, started to go
own from what w called the Thomas to
SBamuel's Depot, Kentucky, When about two
miles south of Blocmueld 4 heavy raio came up,
and we stopped in & barn owned by Mr. Wake-
field, for shelter, where we were enjoying a
“social nap,” not thivking that our puty wounld
travel while it was raining, when Terréll, with
about sixty men, rusbed down upon us, We had
no time Lo =ay our prayers, for the fun com-
menced. We mounted our horses and started
out, poing through the gate, Quantrel’’s horse
was shot trom ander him. Immediately young
Gloscock and Hockinsmith dismounted and ex-
claimed:—"Quantrell, we will die with you;"
and, true to thelr word, these brave boys fell
dend trying to save thelr chieftain, He wis also
shot down at the same time, but upon examing-
tion it was found be wus not dead, They ri-
moved him to the bouse, where be remained sll
night. Eur!f next morniug Terrell rewurned,
and placing him in a wagon wok him to Louis-
ville, where he died shortly afterwards and was
buried by a Catholic priest, These are the faots
connected with his death, which can be sworn
to by ten as brave men as drew a navy during
the rum war, Please give this a place in your
phper.
